Meeting Was Regu * Monthly 
Dinner Session For All Mem­ 
bers and 51 Attended 


By far the most interesting 
and successful 
dinner-meeting 
of the Rushville Chamber of 
Commerce for its membership at 
large was held at the Knights of 
Pythias hall Wednesday even­ 
ing. The meal was served by the 
Pythian Sisters. More than fifty 
members were present to hear 
Lawrence A. Handley, Mayor of 
^Richmond, Ind., who was the 
speaker for the evening. 
Mayor Handley spoke princi­ 
pally of the subject nearest his 
heart, the municipal light plant 
at Richmond. He gave pointed 
facts in the operation and con­ 
trol of a municipal plant of this 
kind to make it a growing busi­ 
ness and one that returned 
a 
profit and at the same time re­ 
duced rates. 
Following his talk, Dan Hess, 
t superintendent of the Richmond 
plant, spoke briefly and answer­ 
ed questions put to him by mem­ 
bers of the commerce body. A. T. 
Mahin, superintendent of the 
Rushville 
Light 
and 
Water 
plant, was present, and at 
the 
close of the meeting said a few 
words. 
Mr. Mahin 
stated 
that the 
Rushville plant 
was following 
directly in the footsteps of the 
Richmond 
plant, only on 
a 
< much smaller scale. Mr. Mahin 
said that the 
Rushville water 
•plant had shown 
a loss every 
year until last year when 
it 
showed a profit. The present 
plans are to be able to reduce the 
local electric rate within the 
next year. 
Rushville is now paying ten 
cents lighting rate for the first 
, .fifty kilowatts. The Richmond 
plant, since 19 22 has made three 
reductions 
and 
now 
has 
a 
lighting rate of 6 cents. Another 
reduction is being contemplated 
there. 
Mayor Handley prefaced and 
closed his talk with 
poetry of 
his own writing which he term­ 
ed “spasm s." Both Mayor Hand­ 
ley and Superintendent Hess in- 
. troduced figures to show that 
the Richmond plant had doubled 
its valuation under their guid­ 
ance and municipal ownership. 
They did 
this by 
building 
their business. A campaign was 
put on in connection with local 
dealers to induce people 
to use 
more electric equipment in the 
form of 
electric stoves, irons, 
toasters, water heaters, 
fans, 
- washing machines and the like. 
This was a success. 
. ( 
Mayor Handley said that poli­ 
tics should have 
no place in 
m anaging an electric light and 
power plant for the city. A mu­ 
nicipal business should be run as 
a private business. In selecting a 
man for a post, Mayor Handley 
said, it did not matter his re­ 
ligion or his politics but he must 
deliver the goods. His report 
sheets must show results. 
In a city election it is a ques­ 
tion of business. In a national 
1 election it is a question of poli-

The board said it did not be­ 
lieve that releasing pupils from 
school an hour earlier each a f­ 
ternoon would be "conducive to 
good health or morals of the 
students." 
The council is to re-consider 
the order at a meeting Friday 
night and if the decree is made 
permanent clocks in the city 
will be moved forward one hour 
a week from next Sunday.

Charles A. Lindbergh, the navy 
announced today. Weems is said 
to have told superior officers he 
wanted to give the “Lone Eagle” 
instructions in certain «quick me­ 
thods of solving navigation pro­ 
blems. 
The Danish government, the 
U. S. weather bureau, other gov­ 
ernmental agencies, individual 
army airmen and many private 
organizations, that possess relia­ 
ble information as to meteorogi- 
cal and other flying conditions 
in Greenland and Iceland 
also 
are co-operating to make the 
Lindbergh venture a 'success. 
The results of meteorological 
studies made by the University 
•of 
Michigan 
expedition 
in 
Greenland in 19 27 and 19 28 are 
being used. This expedition is 
headed by Prof. 
William II. 
Hobbs, who plans to return to 
Greenland this summer. Lind­ 
bergh’s flight will take him over 
much the same territory covered 
by the army round-the-worlc 
fliers 
in 
19 24, 
although his 
course would be in the opposite 
direction. 
Lieutenant Lqpivell H. Smith, 
leader of the army venture, and 
his companions touched Iceland, 
Greenland, Labrador and New­ 
foundland on their trip. Lind­ 
bergh is expected to take off 
from St. John’s in Newfound­ 
land, possibly stopping in Labra­ 
dor, and with definite stops sla-

Only one objection was 
en­ 
tered and that was withdrawn 
when the objector, the manager 
of an ice cream company, at An­ 
derson, was assured that 
the 
through trains would make stops 
to discharge and receive express 
matter. It was shown that the 
gasoline train had lost the Big 
Four more than $5.000 
since 
January 1. 
The train which the company 
wishes to abandon goes 
south 
from Rushville at 8 o’clock 
in 
the morning and north at 4:23 in 
the afternoon. Carthage 
and 
Milroy, will also be affected in 
this county by 
the 
proposed 
change. Commissioner Ellis was 
of the opinion that the trains 
would be deleted from the sche­ 
dule. 
The Public Service Board will 
make no ruling on the petition 
until Commissioner Ellis

A VAST ARMY OF BOYS AND GIRLS 
With Rush county well represented this week 
at the annual Purdue Round-up with about 35 
boys and girls‘interested in the 4-II club work , il 
is a source of pride for all citizens to k now tha t 
so much 
interest is tak en in this work by the 
young people. 
The 4-H club work is a nation-w ide under­ 
tak ing and grows in each community ev ery year, 
appealing to the rural sections of the country, 
with their operations being by extension work ers 
and of the departm ent of the state agricultural 
colleges. 
The figures on the num ber of farm boys and 
girls who carried on 4-11 work last year hav e 
been announced by the gov ernment, totaling 
619,712, and these figures mean that those young 
people undertook to dem onstrate an improv ed 
farm ing or homemak ing method, and co-operat­ 
ed in an effort to benefit their communities. 
The 4-H club work , with its four-fold dev el­ 
opment of hand, head, health and heart through 
physical experience in the latest and best m eth­ 
ods for agricultural and home economic activ i­ 
ties under the direction of co-operativ e extension 
work ers, furnishes a great opportunity. 
This club work is growing each year not only 
in our county, but in ev ery section of the country 
where such work is being carried on. 


The superv ision of the work should by all 
means be done by an expert from the state high­ 
way commission, whose serv ices can be obtained 
upon application to 
tha t board by the 
local 
commissioners. 
Such expert serv ices cost only 
$4 a day, the same as any inspector would cost. 
With three pav ing jobs under way by one 
contractor—which was poor policy in the first 
place—it means much time will probably drag, 
and if there was a bonafide inspector on the job, 
he would push the contractors so tha t the work 
would be done 
this year, 
and not left 
open 
through the winter, which will result unless the 
contractors show 
more speed w ithin the 
next 
few week s than they hav e showed during the past 
month. 
The county commissioners meet next Mon­ 
day and they should not listen to petty politicians 
tha t no state inspector is needed. 
They should 
mak e application at once for such an inspector. 
Madison 
county 
experienced 
a terrible 
financial swindle a few years ago on a road be­ 
tween Anderson 
and Alexandria, 
and it was 
finally necessary for the state highway commis­ 
sion to tak e ov er the road and finish it. 
The 
concrete tha t 
had 
been placed in 
began to 
crumble and 
had to be replaced 
w ith a new 
surface. 
Allen county now is inv olv ed with a sim ilar 
proposition in road building by experim enting 
with a new m aterial. 
It is by far better to stick 
with recognized m aterials used by the highway 
commission than to experim ent with others, des­ 
ignated in specifications as “such and such a 
m aterial, or its equal.” 
There is some question 
about the specifications for the Rushv ille jobs as 
to the m aterial specified, and for that reason the 
taxpayers should be protected. 
In hav ing plans approv ed by the highway 
commission first is also good policy, as ev idenced 
by the following editorial from Ft. Wayne: 
“Vibrolithic gels another smack ! The state 
highway 
commission has refused to 
approv e 
plans for the Leo road. If the commissioners of 
Allen county had respected the rights of the tax- 
papers by ordering some other k ind of pav em ent 
which would not hav e placed upon the citizens of 
this community an unnecessary tax burden, the 
work of improv ing the Leo road would be well 
under way by this tim e; but the commissioners 
stuck by their policy of handing ov er fancy roy­ 
alties to their political friends, and so there is 
no action on the Leo road. 
When will the people 
awak en sufficiently to the abuses tha t hav e been 
perpetrated upon them by these partisan-m inded 
commissioners to insist that their agents repudi­ 
ate the unnecessary expensiv e v ibrolithic pav e­ 
m ent in specifications for Allen county roads?”

plans for the Leo road. If the -commissioners of 
Allen county had respected the rights of the tax- 
papers by ordering some other kind of pavement 
which would not have placed upon the citizens of 
this community an unnecessary tax burden, the 
work of improving the Leo road would be well 
under way by this timo; but the commissioners 
stuck by their policy of handing over fancy roy- 
alties to their political friends, and so there is 
no action on the Leo road.
